There is no scarcity of food and al­ 
most all of 
the household and 
per­

commodities can 
be found in 
the bazaar ut prices lower than th o u 1 
prevailing In Harbm and Peking. The 
currency of the country consists of 
Russian gold roubles and small sliver 
coins, the lather minted in Japan a 
long ago as 1915 for the Russian gov- 
j eminent. 
The public gardens, which
